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Suggested Ordinance 


HEREAS, certain persons promenade abroad 
with round or square objects commonly 
styled “hats” upon their heads; and 
WueEREAS, These objects are often displeasing 
on account of their shape or size, angle at which 
worn, or state of dilapidation, 

Be It Hereby Enacted: 

1. THAT any person or persons wearing hat 
or hats annoyed by the appearance of a hat 
upon the head of another person may at once 
stop said person, hereinafter called the “ar- 
rested.” 


2. Tuat the arrestor may thereupon say in 
the hearing of three witnesses, all in the hear- 
ing of each other: “J Do Not Like Your Hat.” 

3. Tuat the arrestor is then empowered to 
remove the hat from the head of the arrested 
and throw said hat into the street. 

4. Tuereuron it shall be legal for the ar- 
rested to recover the hat from the street, but 
upon the condition that he at once summon a 
body of five passers-by who shall act as a jury. 
5. It shall be the duty of the aforesaid jury 
to deliberate at once upon the appearance of the 
arrested as he is when hatted. The general 
appearance of the arrested shall conform as 
nearly as may be to his general appearance be- 
fore his hat was thrown in the street. 

6. Ir the jury shall decide in favor of the 
arrestor, the hat of the arrested shall be thrown 
back into the street; but 
7. Ir the jury shall decide in favor of the 
arrested, he may thereupon seize the hat of his 
arrestor and SELL it. 

8. Nor shall the arrested ever in any way 
be fined or otherwise punished for doing as set 
forth in Sec. 7 of this Act; however, he shall 
understand that this Act in no way shall be 
taken as a repeal of existing Trafic Acts, 
Statutes, Ordinances, or other laws.
